ceed Senator 


Depew 


TALKS 
ON 
POLITICS 


Has Been in Public Life Since the 


Birth of the Republican 


Party. 


New York, May 23—Basking iu the 


warm glow of his vindication iu court 
on Thursday. Ucited States Senator 
Thomas C. Plate yesterday paid his 
compliments to Mae.C. Wood, and in- 
cidentally made 
the positive 
an- 


nouncement that lie 
will uot he a 


candidate to succeed himself at the 
expiration oi" his term 
a year from 


r.ext March. 


"I 
am 
winding up 
my public- 


career," said the Senator with a deep 
note of sadness, "and I cannot tell 
you with what iegret I shall retire to 
private life. 
But it is decreed." 


The Senator made interesting com- 


ment, too, on various other matVsrs of 
current import, in which women and 
politics were curiously intermingled/ 
About Tat't, for instance, who he be- 
lieves will be nominated; Roosevelt, 
who "will probably be a candidate to 
succeed Depew in the Senate," Gov. 
Hughes, "who is out cf touch with 
the Republicans of New York," and 
Contelyou, than whom "there is nof 
better man in the Republican party 
for governor of this state." 


Of particular semipolitical interest' 


is the reflection of Senator Platt on 
the habit1 uf .statesmen hirscTrbMinf 
their autographs on blank sheets o* 
paper for all comers. 
A sheet of pa- 


per, which, the Senator declared 
ht 


signed in blank, but which turned un 
at the Mae Wood trial at the bottom 
of an acknowledgment of his alleged 
marriage to the lady, furnished the 
text for his sermon in cameo. 


"I'll never do it again as long as f 


live," declared Mr. Platt. "It is bad 
husiness, and an public man who 
thoughtlessly obliges 
an autograph 


seeker by putting his name on a sheet 
of paper in .that fashion, runs the risk 
of toeing trapped just as she attempt- 
ed to trap me." 


With a dry smile the Senator add- 


ed: 
"My advice to all public men is 


to 'be exceedingly careful to 
whom 


they give their autographs, and what 
they give them on. It is a fact gen- 
erally known that all public men are 
peculiarly exposed to the attacks of 
women who seek them out, asking for 
positions or favors of different sorts, 
and end by trying to blackmail them.'-' 
i Washington papers please copy. 


In his own words Senator Platt is 


"not going to die yet awhile." 


As a matter of fact, sitting- in his 


library at No. 133 East One Hundred 
and Eighteenth street, 
the Senator 


appeared to -be in a far more vigor- 
state of health than when he took th« 
•witness stand in his own defense on 
Wednesday morning. His eyes spar- 
hied ad he took a strong grip on hi>j 
visitor's hand. 


"Nothmg much to say about Mrs. 


Wood," he answered 
in reply to a 


question. "The case speaqs for itself. 
I am gratified of course, that it end- 
ed as it did. But I never, had any 
dou.ht of the result." 


"Mrs. Wood says the 
end hasnTr 


been reached yet," 
the Senator was 


informed. "She declares that she.' 
v/ill continue the fight against you." 


"Oh, 
she 
does, oh? 
When, on 


v;hat?" 


"She doesn't disclose that, but she 


does say that as long as there is o 
Platt alive she will fight." 


"I will be dead 
when 
she comes 


out,'1 said the Senator resignedly. 


"Oh, she won't bo sent away for 


such a long term as th.-it, Senator." 


The inference pleased the Senator, 


and his face lighted up with a smile. 


"Well, I'm not going to die yet a 


while," ho said. 
Closing his eyes in 


thought the Senator remained silent 
for several minutes, and then said: 


"She gave me a terrible lot of trou-

"But you have so mo. views on the 


presidential canvass?" 


"Oh, yes. 1 can't sne that anybody 


has a chance but Taft." 


"T3/!tt eiiniinaies Hughes?" 
"Yes." was the brief reply. 
"What's the matte;- with Hughes?" 


was asked. "He doesn't seem to have 
lhe confidence of the Republican ad- 
ministration?" 


"He hasn't," replied the Senator, 


"for the reason that he is never con- 
sistently a Republican." 


"And yourself, Senator?' 
"Oh, 
I'm out of it all,' was the re- 


ply. 


Clasping his hands over his knees* 


the aged Senator seemed to turn his 
eyes: back i-nio the pas". 


"I'll not be a candidate for re-elec- 


tion" he said, "and I can't tell you 
with what regret I shall retire to pri- 
vate life.'' 


"You 
have been in public 
life a 


long while," was suggested. 


"Since the birth of the Republican 


party,'' he responded. "I have known 
pvery president personally from Lin- 
coln to Roosevelt. I have associated 
intimately, with every public- man in 
the intervening .period, and I have 
;>:irlici-paied in every history making 
event since the days of John C. Fre- 
mont." .

Dowagiac, Mich., May 23.—Jamea 


Birmingstall, the man arrested at tha 
instigation of his wife for murdering; 
David Huff, has a string of murders 
to his discredit nearly equalling the 
red list of Mrs. Gunness. He has al- 
ready acknowledged to the police, they 
say, that he was guilty of killing six 
men in the west and his wife and 
other relatives charge him with other 
crimes bringing the totals of his vic- 
tims up to 16. This includes his first 
and second -wives and four children 
by them. He denies these crimes.

There are sev- 
eral circumstances tending to connect 
Brimmingstall with the disappearance 
of ' Hortium. Hortium's 
body was 


found frozen in the ice of a nearby 
stream. His money had disappeared.

I had a talk with a Vienna business 


man the other day about municipal 


obviously improper to use his name, 
but he is'a mau of weight and stand- 
ing, who knows what he is talking 
about.

Public ownership is •well developed 


in Austria, there being practically no 
privately owned railroads or street car 
lines in that country. 
Vienna owns 


not only the street cars, the electric 
light and gas works, but many other 
things, including a great array of 
butcher shops, the largest brewery and 
the most impressive beer drinking place 
in the city, besides some of the most 
desirable quarries In the vicinity. 
These quarries were acquired when the 
famous Rirgstrasse was to be opened 
in order that the government might 
possess its own supply of stone foe the 
erection of the public buildings now 
ranged on either side of the beautiful

ter this morning was so muddy that it' 
was undrinkable, this being its usual 
condition during the winter. 


The city comptroller is just now rec- 


pert investigation of the lighting plant; 
which the mayor strongly opposes foe 
some reason.

THE CUP THAT CHEERS. 


How to Make Good Tea—Suggestions 


For Serving It. 


To brew a good cup of tea select a 


blend that is aromatic and. not too 
heavy. It pays to get a good quality 
of tea, as a little of the best goes 
enough further than th» cheap to make 
it economy in the end. 


The orange pekoe is delightful for 


the afternoon or evening cup of tea, as 
also the Chinese dragon's beard, -which 
is the budded tip of the tender branches 
of the plant bound together in little 
bundles, says the Pittsburg Press. The 
oolongs from Formosa or Fucfeau give 
a light amber colored Infusion pre- 
ferred by most old American families, 
•while those of more recent English or 
Irish extraction give the preference to 
the congous, which have a malty, 
heavy flavor. 


The teapot may be almost anything 


but tin, though the preference is givea 
by tea sharps to a baked earthenware 
pot, 
unglazed on the inside, a ware 


known as Nihing. 
Have the water 


for the tea freshly boiled, and the soft- 
er the water the better the resultant 
brew. When the water has just reach- 
ed the boiling point, but not steamed 
away long enough to have lost'its life, 
rinse out the pot with hot water; then 
put in the tea, allowing half a tea- 
spoonful for each cup of boiling water. 
If several cups are required, reduce 
the proportion' of tea or increase if the 
tea is not up to the standard or th& 
drinker prefers It extra strong. 
Put 


the tea into a strong strainer or tea 
ball and pour through it bubbling, boil- 
ng -water. Cover closely with a tea 
cozy and let the tea brew on the back 
of the range or at the table for three 
or five minutes. If the tea Is to stand 
Rome time, take out the strainer with 
lie tea leaves, else the fragrant bou- 
luet Is dissipated and the tannin ex- 
tracted. 


One of the best things to use for a 


tea strainer Is just an ordinary salt 
bag -washed and boiled. Make a hem 
n the top and slip one of the rings 
:hrough it that may be purchased for 
i few cents at any department or 
lardware store. These slip open like 
a key ring, so that the bag may be 
lipped off without trouble. When the 
tea infusion is all poured off, the bowl 
s replenished with more boiling wa- 
;er, -and this is done several times In 
succession without Injuring the flavor 
of the tea. 


When the tea is poured, pass with It 


jlock sugar and slices of lemon, but 
no cream unless there are old people 
whose habits are fixed. With the 
rounger generation the practice of tak- 
ng cream with tea is as extinct as the 
dodo. A pretty dish of maraschino 
cberrlei or a little shredded pineapple 
s sometimes passed with the tea when 
one wishes to be extra festh e. The 
cherries are Hflul with little bonbon 
ongs. Sometimes a whole c\n\ e is 
Iropped Into the oup aiong with the 
emon. Wafers, fie^h gmsterbrearl, a 
lainty bread and butter sandwich and 
bin crackers spread with cheese are 
all appropriate^* served with tea.

trousers are laid on the ironing board. 
This done, a damp cloth should be plac- 
sd over the material and a hot iron 
ased to press out the lines The steam- 
ng caused /by the wet cloth and th» 
heat from the iron shrinks the stretch- 
ed portions into shape, removing the 
bagginess. 
After this is done hang 


them to dry thoroughly before being 
tvorn. 


"Grease spots should, of course, be 


removed with gasoline, naphtha or 
some cleansing fluid and the material 
trell brushed and aired before being 
pressed or the dut •will be ironed Into 
the cloth and the entire labor lost. 


"Coats and vests need pressing about 


jace a week If worn frequently, but I 
should never suggest doing this at 
borne, for to properly iron shoulders, 
backs and fronts of these garments 
aoards regularly shaped, such as tailors 
have, are necessary, an* fdthout them 
the work Is bound to look botched. 


"So it is much better to send them 
lo a tailor, for all torn places in either 
loats or trousers can often be mended 
so that they will not show, while if at- 
tempted at home by one who is not fa- 
miliar with such work the suit will be 
jractically ruined. 


"When not in use, coats and vesta 


ihould always be placed on hangeft to 
keep the shoulders in shape and the 
neck of the former from sagging, as it 
's bound to do if hung from a tape at 
she top. Trousers, too, should be placed 
MI hangers, with the bottoms up, to 
keep the legs carefully in shape and 
to preserve the creases in them, 


"Taking the shine from clothes Is not 


lifficult to accomplish if a damp cloth 
is placed over a very hot iron and the 
latter held close to the material, though 
not placed directly upon it, or a 
sponging with diluted ammonia and 
water and a careful rubbing after- 
ward will often have the desired effect 
»n clothes that have become worn and 
shiny from use. 


"At least once a week all suits should 


be tung in the sun inside out if they 
are of a color that is likely to fade 
and the dust pounded out of them with 
L light rattan stick."

Proposing Ati Amendment; to "the Consti- 


tution of the State of Ohio Rela- 


tive to the Passage at Bills. 


Be it resolved by the General Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1. A proposition shall be sub- 


mitted to the electors of tills state at the 
nejSt election for members of the general 
assembly, to amend the constitution or 
the state of Ohio so that auctions 18 to 
32. both Inclusive, of article II, shall be 
spectively be numbered as sections 19 to 
33; and sections 16 and 18 of such article 
be so amended as to read as follows:

Section 16. Every bill shall be fully and

OWADAYS it Is an exceptional 


session of congress which 
does not agitate some meas- 
ure designed to affect child 


ItUnu. luaifc ttiu tv.o befulu Uio pros 
ent congress. One of them is so weaK 
that the president decided against it 
at once and declared that he should 
veto it if the opportunity were given 
to him. 


Until recent years It was held by 


many persons in and out of congress 
that the general government could leg- 
Ishite for the whole country in the 
matter of the regulation of child labor. 
It is now the opinion of the leading 
!a« yers of the senate that congress has 
no power to enact a law regulating 
uhild labor in all the states 
Senator 


Beveridge, who has been the eloquent 
achocate of this reform ever since he 
went to the upper house, does not 
agree with the majority in this belief, 
but he has been obliged to yield to su- 
perior numbers. 


As the matter now stands, child labor 


legislation by congress is supposed to 
apply only to the District of Columbia 
ard is designed to serve as a standard 
for state legislation. 
At the present 


time r restrictive measure is not es- 
peci£>ily needed in the District on ac- 
coiJ.it of the absence of mills, factories 
nrd other laige industrial establish- 
•ncnts 
Both the president and Sena- 


tor Beveridge have been anxious to 
have some measures passed which 
.would furnish a good example for state 
legislatures to copy, and for that rea- 
son they are actively opposed to the 
hoase bill placing the prohibitive age 
limit at twelve, in the District of Co- 
lumbia This is the measure which the 
president declares shall never become 
operative with his consent.

In nine southern states the age limit 


for'working children is twelve years. 
In thirty-five other states the limit Is 
foui teen 5 ears, President Roosevelt is 
not willing to follow the example of 
the minority states in this matter and 
does not hesitate to affirm that It would 
be a disgraceful backward step. 


The other measure, which is regarded 


by the advocates of restrictive legisla- 
tion as a model, provides that no child 
under fourteen years of age shall be 
emploj ed in any factory, workshop 
mercantile establishment, business of-

ment house, theater,~bowling alley or 
In the distribution or transmission of 
messages •, It also insists that no such 
child shall be employed in any work 
performed for wages or other compeni-

It is furthefprovided that no child 


under sixteen years of ag» ahall be em- 
ployed in any of the establishments 
named in the foregoing unless the emr 
ployer shall .have secured age and 
school certificates from the school au^- 
thorities. These certificates must state 
that the child in question "is at least 
sixteen years of age and has had a 
stipulated amount of schooling. 
The 


school certificate must show the ability 
of the child to read and write simple 
sentences in English, that the child is 
normally developed, is in sound health 
and is able to perform the work re- 
quired and, in addition, has attended 
the public school for not less than 110 
days during the school year previous to 
arriving at the age of fourteen. 


Punishment by a fine of not more 


than $50 is provided for persons em- 
ploying children under sixteen years 
of age contrary to these restrictions. A 
similar fine Is provided for the parents. 
Les^- jr punishments are provided for 
viol ition of the minor restrictions The 
senate bill authorizes the employment 
of special inspectors to make the round 


of workshops and other places of em- 
ployment to see that the law is not be- 
ing violated. 


The same measure also limits em- 


ployment of children under sixteen 


ployment to children to a greater ex- 
tent than any other manufacturing or 
mechanical 
industry. 
Of the total 


number of 44,427 children in the cot- 
ton mills of the country 80.4 per cent 
are to be found In two comparatively 
small areas. The New England states 
have 30.8 per cent, and three southern 
states—North Carolina, South Carolina 
and Georgia—have 49.6 per cent. In 
these last mentioned states the age 
limit is twelve years, so that there is 
no apparent violation 
of the law. 


America's mines and quarries employ 


prevailing child labor laws In the vari- 
ous sections. In the south public opin- 
ion has not yet made child labor so ob- 
noxious as it is In Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, as is made evident by 
the present age limitation and the 
more or less lax obser\ance of the law 
as it stands. While admitting that a 
more rigid restriction and supervision 
are sound in theory, there are many 
well meaning persons who are of the 
opinion that further interference with 
child labor in the south would work 
positive hardship; that under the con-

Last year the census bureau Issued a 


bulletin which gave statistics relating 
to the employment of children as 
breadwinners in this country 
It was 


prepared very carefully by competent 
experts and furnished pertinent and 
very interesting data in regard to child 
labor, a subject that has become of na- 
tional moment. 
This report 
defines 


child breadwinners as those earning 
money regularly by their labor, con- 
tributing to the family support or as- 
sisting appreciably in mechanical and 
agricultural industries. 


It was found that the total number 


of children between the ages of ten 
and fifteen engaged in actual labor was 
1,750,178. 
This Is the showing, it 


ceems, in spite of restrictive legisla- 
tion. At first sight it' is a startling 
proposition, but when it is explained 
that of this million and three-quarters 
over a million children are working as 
agricultural laborers the situation -be- 
comes less thrilling.^ The, same objec- 
tions 'that may be brought against the 
employment of children in factories 
and 
sweatshops 
cannot 
be 
urged 


against farm labor. As a rule, also, 
farm labor does not absolutely prohibit 
all schooling. 


According to the latest estimate there 


were 688,207 children under fifteen 
years in the United States who were 
earning money for their own support 
and for that of ' their families. Of 
these 138,065—the largest group—were 
In domestic service. 
The next largest 


group contained the unclassified child 
workers, numbering 128,617, of whom 
all but 17,059 were boys. Of the total 
number of breadwinning-children 72.2 
per cent were boys and "the remainder 
girls. More than half the entire num- 
ber were between fourteen and fifteen 


In a special group for -which statis- 


tics, were gathered it was found that 
75.9 per cent of these little workers 
lived with their parents and that at 
least one-fifth of them were fatherless. 
There were 71,622 employed as mes- 
sengers and office helpers, and of all' 
these but one-tenth were girls. In all 
occupations the children of foreign 
parentage were in the majority. The

complicated by the home work scheme 
—the converting of squalid and in- 
sanitary dwelling places into hives of 
industry in which every member of the 
family, even children of tender age, is 
kept at work at all hours and under 
the most revolting conditions 
This 


satanic device—the joint production of 
the employer in search of cheap labor 
and the occupant of the tenement de- 
prived by law of the co-operation of 


stitute a problem quite distinct from 
legislation regarding conditions within 
the factoiies. 


This form of manufacture profits no 


one but the employer, to whom it of- 
fers an escape from factory responsi- 
bilities. Instead of organizing a regu- 
lar staff of workers, he utilizes the la- 
bor of unskilled foreign born workers 
and their children. He locates his shop 
near their homes and during the busy 
season finds at his very doors a suffi- 
cient force of workers ^ filing to toil all 
night to finish a hurry order.

New York state has tested fairly Ifts 


ability to deal with home work alol g 
lines of regulation. Its present law, in 
form, at least, is a wise and farreach- 
ing measure. It aims to prevent manu- 
facture under unhealthful conditions. 
Licenses are not to be granted until 
the records of the board of health and 
the tenement house department and 
the report of a factory inspector agree 
in declaring the house free from in- 
fectious, contagious or communicable 
disease and from any defects in sani- 
tation. Inspections are to be made at 
least once every six months, and li- 
censes may be revoked at any time 
when unhealthful conditions are found 
In each workroom there must be at 
least 500 cubic feet of air for each 
worker and only members of the family 
living therein may be employed. 


It is due largely no doubt to the 


manufacturers' gains from home work 
that past attempts to meet its baffling 
problems have been so effectively ob- 
structed. The present attempt to reg- 
ulate home work in New Tork state is 
the result of a long fight against those 
conditions of employment familiarly 
described by the term "sweating." 


Distressing as is the inability to for- 


bid Immediately and effectively 
the 


work of children in tenement manu- 
facture, their continued employment 
ought to be a spur to unremitting ef- 
fort against a system of industry 
which4 makes child labor possible in 
New York state, where public opinion 
years ago demanded its prohibition.
